Document D1, which is considered as the CPA discloses insecticidal compounds of 
formula (I) in which R3 (substituent which is attached to the amide nitrogen) can 
represent a number of organic groups. These organic groups can be substituted by a 
C3-C6 trialkylsilyl group. 

In view of this prior art, the problem was to provide alternative pesticides. In order to 
solve this problem the skilled person would try other organic groups substituted by a 
C3-C6 trialkylsilyl group and so come to the compounds of the present application 
without an inventive step. 

In this respect it is noted that document D2 discloses structurally related pesticidal 
phthalic acid diamides, in which one of the substituents which is attached to the amide 
nitrogen is exactly the same as the silicium containing substituent used in the 
application. 
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
